not onely willingly affent, but have fince declared , That we were ready within 
four and twenty Baurs to agree rae woe Beg time and place of the payment of 
the firſt 200006 ). and the ſecurity tobe gtyen for the othery and to appoint aday 
for the delivery of the Gariſons,and marching of our Army out of this Kingdom.

Majeſty, it may be done by joint advice and conſent of both Kingdoms, and thac 
the Unity berween the Kingdomes may be inviolably preſerved, as that wherein 
(next to Gods proteQion) the chict ftrength of both lies, which would be laid as 
a ground of our future debares. And becauſe the purpoſe” we are to ſpeak of is ye- 
ry grave and (crious, I ſhall ſpeak of it with that fincerity , as. I wiſh my words 
were written with the beams of the Sun, and regiftred to poſterity, that all the 
world might ſee the candor and integrity of our proceedings towards the King 
and our Brethren of England.

Houſes , That. the Perſon of the King ſhould be di poſed on as the two Houſes , 
ſhall think fit : And we did hold, that the King, who is the Head and Monarch of 
both Kingdomes, ought not to be diſpoſed of by any one of the Kingdoms , but by 
joynt advice of both, as might ſerve moſt for the peace, happineſle, and ſecurity of 
his Majeſty and both kingdoms, which we fortified with (everall arguments from 
the intereſts and relations which both Kingdoms have equally to the King,and from 
the covenant and treaty between the Kingdoms , as the beſt way to preſerve our 
Unity. But fince your Lordſhips do adhere to the Vote of the Houſes, as that which 
you cannot part from, We do humbly deſfire,that your Lord(hips may be pleaſed (in 
time convenient,at the cloſe of this conference) to report the difference of our judge-

his perſon, which cannot ftand with his honour and ſafety, or which cangot con- 
ht with our duty, allegeance ard Covenant,nor with the honour of that Army, to 
whom (in rime of his extreme danger) he had his recourſe tor ſafery ; it cannot be 
expecd that we can be capable of ſo baſe an AR. And if (to ſhun this, and ayoid 
occahow of quarrelling between the Kioglomes) he ſhall go to Scotland, axd re- 
ſent his expulſion out of England, ard crave the affiſtance of that kingdome,for re- 
covery of his right to his crowne ; He may in a ſhorttime raiſe tuch Forces in 
Scotland and Ireland , as with the :fhiſtance of Foraine Princes, theſe: Lingdomes 
may be made a field of bloud, and the youngeſt amongſt us nor live to fee the end 
of theſe unnatural! wars. Bur if the pre ſear opportunity be wiſely mannaged, and

At our firſt meeting, the ſubje& of our debate was, Whether the Right & Power

- of diſpoſing the perſon of the King, is ſolely in the two Houſes as they ſhall think fit 


or in the two Kingdoms ; and at our laſt meeting, We had ſome arguing about the

g, cſpccially in the preſent junure of affairs, when both Kingdoms are entred in

oling of his Majeities perſon,ought tobe done by joynt advice and common con- 
Pas of both, as may ſerve moſt for the Peace, ſecurity, and Gy en of the King 
o Which there was 
nothing anſwered in effe&, bur, that the King being within England, his perſon was 
to be diſpoſed of as the two Houſes ſhall thinke fit, and that the King being with the 


» Scottiſh Army, and they being paid by the Parliament of England; he is in effe& in 


the power of the Houſes, and ought to be ar their diſpoſing , in the ſame way as if he 
had come to the army of Sir Thomas Fairfax, or any other of the Parliaments armies. 
To which we 7all not need to make any reply other then we have made already, T hat 
the Kings pi -ſent ref1dence in England, nor no locality, can take away the reality of
